LOWELL. 


Lowell was formerly the Northeastern section of 
-the town of Chelmsford, and contains, by the act of 
incorporation four square miles. It is situated at 
the confluence of the Merrimack and Concord riv- 
ers; the former of which separates it from Dracut 
on the north ; the latter from Tewksbury on the 
east. It is £5 miles N. W. from Boston, and con- 
tains at the present time rising of 8000 inhabitants. 
It derived its name from Francis C. Lowell, Esq. a 
gentleman who early and successfully introduced 
the manufacture of cotton into the United States. 
By the Indians it was formerly called Wnmasit. — 
The great water power is produced by a canal one 
and a half mile in length, sixty feet wide, and car- 
rying eight feet in depth, from its commencement 
above the head of Pawtucket Falls on the Merri- 
mack, to its termination into the Concord. The en- 
tire fall is 3‘2 feet. This hydraulic power is distrib- 
uted by lateral and other branches of the main ca- 
nal to the various points where it is wanted for use, 
and then discharged into the Merrimack or Concord 
as the case may he. This immense water power, 
together with a large amount of real estate, is own- 
ed by a company called “The Proprietors of Locks 
and Canals on Merrimack River f with a capital of 
$600,000. They dispose of mill rights and lands as 
they are wanted. Beside these they have a large 
machine shop, in which they manufacture machin- 
ery, and employ *100 workmen. 

The first manufacturing company, in point ofage, 
as well as capital is the Merrimack. It has a capital 
of 1,500.000 dollars, with five large brick factories. 
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containing 26,000 spindles and 1,000 looms. It em- 
ploys from 3 to 400 males, and from 8 to 900 fe- 
males, and uses 500 bales, or 1,500,000 pounds of 
cotton annually. It manufactures, bleaches, and 
prints 6,500,000 yards annually. 

The Hamilton Manufacturing company has a cap- 
ital of 800,000 dollars ; three large brick factories, 
containing 15,000 spindles, 500 looms, and employs 
900 operatives, 700 of whom are females. It con- 
sumes about 300 bales of cotton, manufactures 70- 
000 yards per week, or 3,540,000 yards per annum. 
Two of the mills make twilled goods, the other one 
plain. There are also bleach and print works be- 
longing to this company, in which part of the goods 
are converted into calicoes and fancy articles. 

The Appleton Manufacturing company, with a 
capital of 500,000 dollars, has two large brick fac- 
tories, containing 9,500 spindles, 350 looms, and em- 
ploys about GO males and 475 females. They use 
about 1,500,000 pounds of cotton, and manufacture 
80,0C0 yards per week, or above 4,000,000 a year. 

The Lowell Manufacturing company, with a cap- 
ital of 600,000 dollars, lias one factory of cotton 
goods, containing 4C00 spindles, and 132 looms. — 
They use about 1,000,000 lbs. of cotton annually, 
and make 42,000 yards of cloth per week, or 2,18 1- 
000 yards per year. These are coarse goods com- 
monly called negro cloths. This company lias also 
a carpet factory, in which are made from 3 to 4C0 
yards of carpeting weekly. They manufacture the 
Kidderminster and Brussels carpets, and elegant 
rugs of various kinds and patterns; all of which are 
’‘equal if not superior to those imported. They em- 
ploy 175 males and 200 females in the two estab- 
lishments. 

The Middlesex Manufacturing company, with a 
capital of 500,000 dollars, have two factories ; one 
of brick and one of wood, both four stories high, in 
which arc 2C80 spindles, and 52 looms ; employ 50 


males and 100 females ; consume 150,000 lbs. wool, 
and manufacture 100,000 yards of cassimere, at an 
average value of $1,75, and 100,000 yards cassinets, 
at an average value of 75 cts. 

There are three new companies formed, viz: Suf- 
folk, capital 450,000 dollars ; Tremont, capital 500- 
000 dollars, and Lawrence, capital 1,200,000 dollars, 
which have engaged the power and sites for 10 fac- 
tories ; the buildings for four of which are nownear- 
ly completed. 

On the Concord River, about one mile from the 
town there are Powder works, belonging to Oliver 
M. Whipple, Esq. at which is made powder of a 
very superior quality. 00,000 kegs of 25 lbs. each, 
are made annually. 

In addition to the 8000 and more inhabitants in 
this town, there is in the village of Relvidere, on the 
opposite side of the Concord, full another 1000. It 
is in the town of Tewksbury, and has grown up 
along with Lowell. The number of houses for pub- 
lic worship is eight, viz: — one Episcopal, one Bap- 
tist, two Calvinists, two Methodists, one Universal- 
ist, and one Roman Catholic, and one other for the 
Unitarians is now being built. 

Among other advantages that Lowell possesses 
as a manufacturing town, is the facility of commu- 
nicating with Boston, by means of the Middlesex 
Canal. Goods can be put into a boat in Boston and 
landed at the door of the factory ; of course, their 
manufactures can be returned in the same way. 
But the chief advantage is the magnitude and per- 
manency of the water power. The present canal 
is calculated to be sufficient for 50 factories of the 
size of those already erected, and there cannot be a 
doubt but that the Merrimuc will always supply a 
sufficient quantity of water for their use.

The design of this institution is to afford, t© 
those who are desirous of saving their money, but 
who have not acquired sufficient to purchase a 
share in the banks or a sum in public stocks, the 
means of employing it to advantage, without run- 
ning the risk of losing it, as they are too frequently 
exposed to do by loaning it to individuals, who ei- 
ther fail or defraud them. It is intended to encou- 
rage the industrious and prudent, and to induce 
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those who have not hitherto been such, to lessen 
their unnecessary expenses, and to save and lay by 
something for a period of life, when they will be 
less able to earn a support. To promote these de- 
sirable purposes, the. following rules, among others, 
have been adopted. 

Deposites, or monies put in, will be received a* 
low as one dollar, and when any person’s depos- 
ites amount to five dollars they will be put upon 
interest. 

The office is open only on Saturday evenings, 
from 7 to 9 o’clock. 

Twice every year, namely, on the first Saturday 
of May and November, a payment of interest, at 
the rate of two dollars on every hundred dollars, 
that may have been deposited two quarters, and of 
one dollar on every such sum as may have been 
deposited one quarter, will be made, and so in pro- 
portion for smaller sums. And at the end of every 
five years, all the extra inedme, which has not be- 
fore been paid and divided, will then be divided 
among the depositors, in just proportion according 
to the Bve Laws; and nothing will be deducted 
from tins extra income, but the actual expenses of 
carrying on the business and taking care of the 

money. 

The Trustees will take no emolument or pay for 
their service, having undertaken it solely to pro- 
mote the interest of the Town, and of those who 
may wish to share in the benefits of the institution. 
Those who do not choose to take their interest 
from time to time, may be assured that it shall be 
added to their deposites, and put upon interest at 
the end of three months ; thus compounding their 
interest twice a year. 

Any part, not less than ten dollars at a time, if 
more than that sum is deposited, or the whole of 
any depositor’s money may he drawn only by giv- 
ing a week’s notice, as the Trustees could ret 1 
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it or invest it to advantage if liable to pay it with- 
out any notice. 

Deposites will be entered in the books of the In- 
stitution, and also in a book to be given to the de- 
positor. This book will be the evidence of their 
property, and as valid as a note of hand. When 
money is drawn out this book must be brought to 
the office to have the payment entered. Deposi- 
tors may take out the money themselves, or in 
cases of absence or sickness, it will be paid to their 
order, properly witnessed and accompanied by this 
Book. 

If persons die, who have money in the Savings’ 
Bank, the money will go to their heirs, or the per- 
sons to whom they may have given it by will with 
certainty. It cannot be placed where it will be 
more safe, as it respects the honor and fidelity of 
management. Persons who put in money, must 
sign the rules and agree to conform to them. This 
is necessary for the security of all parties. Money 
can be deposited by any person for the benefit of 
a minor or other person, and not subject to be with- 
drawn for a certain period of time. 

The certain safety of the Institution will make 
it particularly useful to persons, who are in posses- 
sion of money, received as wages, gifts or gratui- 
ties, for which they have no immediate use, and 
which they wish to lay by fora rainy day. 

Widows and children may, also, thus be safely 
provided for. A young man, intending to marry 
at a future day, and young women, who may ex- 
pect to change their condition, can here securely 
lay up a sum against a time when they may want 
it more. 

As it would be impracticable to compute the in- 
terest on numerous deposites, unless it is made to 
commence from a few fixed periods, the deposites 
made during any quarter after the first day, will 
not be put upon interest until the first day of the
